Airway Rules in 


Effect January 1 


Air rilots Klying Over United States 


to Conic Vndvr Itegulativns of J)c- 
l.artincni of f'oniiiH-rfe—Jluk-.o De- 
signed to Safeguard Mf.- and Tinf- 
llc. 


Washington, Dec. 29 (#>).—Kules 


of the airways, designed 
to 
safe- 


guard life and traffic in the clouds 
as do the older codes which guide 
{vessels ou the sea and .vehicles on 
i the highways, will take effect over 
| the United States with the New Year. 


They were promulgated today by 


the Commerce Department, after Sec- 
retary Hoover's assistants In the. 
task of drafting them called Into con- 
ference representatives of all groups 
Interested In the field of air naviga- 
tion. 


After New YeaVs day, every craft 


that flies the air must bear its license 
number, and if it is used for public 
conveyance of people or goods, its 
airworthiness and safety must 
be 


certified to by the Commerce Depart- 
ment on the application of detailed 
lefts that touch its power plant, fuse- 
lage and wings. 
' 


Pilots and mechanics alike, ac- 


cording to the grade,of their service, 
must be picked men of proven com- 
petence, who have survived the or- 
deal of both physical and mental ex- 
aminations. 
. 


Once anight, the ships must con- 


duct themselves by set rules 
for 


meetings and passings in the air, by 
lighting at night, and by carrying in- 
struments which will demonstrate 


service are kept up to standard, and 
nut put in shape for use after acci- 
dent!) without renewed testing. Op- 
erators! of commercial vehicles, like- 
wise, must make regular daily and 
detailed inspections, and keep a lof 
of their findings, from which they 
shall make regular reports to the 
government. 


Machines in the air must retrain 


from approaching within 300 feet of 
other craft. 
They must pass to the 


right when 
meeting and airplanes 


must give way to balloons and air- 
ships. By night, a plane must carry 
a red light on Its right and a green 
light on its left, each visible for two 
miles, and must show a white light j 
t0 the rear visible for three miles. 
Passing over 
landing 
fields, pilots 


must take notice' If a red 
fuse is 


burning, for that will signal the Im- 
minent onset of bad weather, and If 
the fuses is 
doubled, so that two 


red lights are blazing, he must come 
instantly to ground.

Air Pilot Qualification*. 


The new code prescribes qualifica- 


tions for drivers of passenger-carry- 
ing machines which are more severe 


the functioning of all portions of 
their contrivances., 


Five Classes of Airplanes. 


As to airplanes, the new regula 


lions recognize five classes of ma- 
chines, ranging from 
the 2,500- 


pound plane to the big machine that 
lifts 1,1.000 pounds and more. Tests 
were laid out which each machine 
must meet before Its airworthiness 
can lie certified, with the exception 
that when a manufacturer turns out 
an approved typa of vehicle, the Jtol- 
, lowing identical machines may be 
given a certificate based on the'dem- 
onstrated safety of the model. 
In- 


spectors of the Commerce Depart-! 
ment will see to it that machines in 


Lhan those for pilots of goods-Carry- 
ing planes. A third class of pilots, 
for private machines, is also desig- 
nated. One feature of the airman's 
license is that which makes It in- 
valid .under certain conditions unless 
the pilot has .kept in practice at his 
difficult art. 
It takes at least three 


months, with at least live hours solo 
flying per month, before the pasaen- 
ger carrying airman, or "transport 
pilot", can qualify for his license. 


All of the licenses granted under 


the new regulations are for limited 
periods, a year being the longest as 
to both craft and pilots. Violations 
of regulations can bring about sus- 
pensions or revocations 
of licenses 


for both craft and men. 
• 


Among the safety regulations is 


one forbidding any objects or mater- 
ials to be dropped from craft in! 
flight, except as a safeguard in times 
of stress. 
Another requires 
all 


planes for passenger carriage to be 
so constructed-that at least two exits 
from the passenger compartment. 


Rules Regarding Cltfcs. 


With certain exceptions, flying in j 


airplane* it prohibit*) over the con-

of hlitory can load to the whole truth. 


Influence of Great War. 


"Some influences of th* Great War 


are 
readily apparent," 
Profeawr 


Monro laid. "Along certain line* it 


haa given « new Impetu* to force* al- 
ready at work, In actually enlarging 
the domain* of klvtory. Theoretical- 
ly, before the war, hlitory embraced 
all that men had done or thought or 
•trlven for »in«; man'* first appear- 
attc« on tlil.i I'tirth.

The Danger of Document*. 


The atudy of these modern docu- 


ments demand* a technique more 
rigid than ever before, he said, ex- 
plaining that the usages of foreign of- 
fices differ and cntiBge, sometimes 
radically, with the administrations, 
and that until usage* la each office 
are 
known document* cannot be 


studied without danger of error.' The 
point of view of government repre-j 
tentative* mu*t be ascertained, liej 
said, and predicted than an equally! 
exacting technique will be necewary 
In handling other <hu«e* of sources. 


Some future historian* probably 


will make more use of cooperative 


jwork. J»rofe**er M**r* a**erted, be-

In this line he de*cnb>'d coojwrative 
undertaking* In which each author 
write* a chapter or chapters Inde- 
pendently and the editors make little 
effort to fuae the natter Into tin or- 
ganic whole. The aptaker criticised 
l his method a* leading to ret>etitlon* 
and contradiction*, reculting In a 
work attractive to none but student*. 


"Some of tin; historian*," ho con- 


tinued, "probably will try to find and 
state historical law* and draw leiison* 
from blutory for the guidance of their 
fellow men.

Too Much Attention Is 


Paid to Pruning Plums 


As a result of observations over a 


considerable number of years at the 
Bew York -state agricultural experl- 
ssent station, authorities ar* of the 
•pinion that most varieties of plums 
require relatively little pruning after 
the proper shape of the trees has been 
obtained In the years Immediately fol- 
lowing the planting of the trees in the 
•rchard. 


Inasmuch as a small amount of prnn- 


! ing gives Just as good, if not better 
trees, it Is considered that it is a 
waste of time and effort to pay too 
«wch attention to the pruning ot 
plum trees. The chief operation recom- 
mended is a thinning out of thick 
growth where necessary, and the re- 
moval of broken or injured branches. 


The experimental work on which 


these conclusions are baaed was car- 
ried on with ten varieties of plums, 
including the Abundance, Bradshaw, 
Burbank. DeSoto, Grand Duke. Way- 
land, Pottawattamie, Relne Claude, 
Shropshire, and Italian Pnme. Ac- 
tm-ding to the statement «f- the epe- 
dalists, the only difference between 
trees subject to the style* of pruning 
was that the little-pruned trees had 
larger and broader heads. The beads 
on the little-pruned trees were more 
symmetrical than those on tt>e trees 
which had bten given heavier prun- 
ing. The increased size, however, did 
•ot retard the maturity of the fruit in 
any way nor did it impede harveat-

Ttia annals ot literary forgery have 


no mor* pathetic instance than the 
so-called Rowley poems of Thomas 
Chattorton. When Chatterton, perhaps 
the most shining example of precocity 
to be found in literary history, was 
twelve years old, he conceived the 
idea of fabricating the literary relics 
of a monk to whom he gave the name 
Rowley and whom he ascribed to the 
fifteenth century. By the time he 
was seventeen he had aroused some 
interest in the poems of Rowley but 
not enough to satisfy hl« Imagination. 
Bo he wrote to Horace Wolpele, In-, 
closing some pages of manuscript and 
Inferring he had other papers and 
poems. Walpole wrote, asking to see 
whatever -documents be might have 
and Chatterton (vnt so many as to 
arouse Walpole's suspicion and cause 
him to call In the poets. Mason and 
Gray. They pronounced the poems a 
forgery. Walpole dispatched a letter 
of admonition to Chatterton. Thre* 
months later be returned the. manu-
